A ROMANCE OF 
CHIVALRY.

Thus the 
book, if we regard it from a contemporary 
angle, must have seemed a strange com- 
pendium of the old-fashioned and the 
modern when it was written. 
Its archaic note lay in the spirit of 
formal chivalry that it breathed; for the 
France of Louis XI. had changed much 
since the days when Jean II. returned to 
captivity in England, because he held that 
otherwise his knightly word was dis- 
honoured by the Dauphin’s chicanery. 
Louis XI,, on the other hand, would have 
upheld the same Dauphin as a statesman, 
while the little John of the story would 
have seen eye to eye with the fastidious 
Jean. 
The modern feature of the book was that, 
although the chief characters were taken 
from history, it remained as much a novel 
as ‘‘ Quentin Durward’ or “ The 
Talisman.”’ In those days it was _ per- 
missible to write a romantic tale, wherein 
ladies of the Lake flourished mystic 
Excaliburs and magical phenomena were 
frequent, or to chronicle dully the exploits 
of some national hero. Antoine de La Sale 
broke new ground when he invented a plot 
with the famous Jehan de Saintré as its 
hero, which, however improbable, never 
exceeded the bounds of actual possibility. 
We know, of course, that the real Jehan de 
Saintré in fact did not slay the Grand Turk 
in battle ; but, if things had befallen other- 
wise, he might have performed this feat. 
The work in itself is not a magnum opus. 
The stiited style of the period and de La 
Sale’s perpetual readiness to point edifying 
morals, sometimes at the most unedifying 
moments, alone would be effough to prevent 
its attainment to such heights. The years, 
however, have added a new attraction to 
the work; for it has much to tell us of a 
past age when ideals were beginning to 
yield to a more material attitude. 
Mr. Irvine Gray’s translation is excel- 
lent, and Messrs. Routledge are to be 
congratulated upon the publication,

FREE STATE. 


As a certain amount of misapprehension 
appears to exist in regard to the application 
‘‘ home-grown’ to tomatoes offered for sale 
in this country, the Free State Department 
of Agriculture consider it advisable to draw 
attention to the existing laws governing the 
use of this term. i 
Hitherto, the term “ home-grown ” might 
be used to describe the produce of Ireland, 
(ireat Britain, the Channel Islands, and the 
Isle of Man, but the Department. are now 
advised that the term is no longer applicable 
in this sense, and may be applied to tomatoes 
offered for sale in this country only when the 
produce has actually been grown in Saorstat 
Kireann. : 

It is, therefore, incorfect to describe as 
“ home-grown”’ any tomatoes other than 
those grown in Saorstat Eireann, and the 
Department trust that, having had their 
attention drawn to the matter, sellers of 
tomatoes will arrange to distinguish between 
imported and home-grown tomatoes when the 
latter are being ex or offered for sale. 
It may be added that the Department will 
he obliged to take serious notice of any cases 
in which contraventions of the law occur.

WHAT PURITY MEANS. 


What information does the station give io 
those who seek its assistance? A+ good sample 
of seed shóuld have two essentials. One 
high germinating capacity, and the other a 
high percentage of purity. | | 
In an actual test a start is made with purity. 
When a sample arrives from a farmer or 
merchant ‘it is thoroughly mixed and a small 
portion taken for the test: In the case of 
cereals this might be 15 or 2 ounces, and so 
the case of smaller seeds it might be one- 
sixteenth of an ounce. This sample 18 taken 
in such a way that it represents all the seed 
sent in. The test lots are examined seed by 
seed until the percentage of purity is de- 
termined. It is, however, not enough to say 
that seed is 98 per cent. pure. The important 
question “is: What is thá nature of the im- 
purities? If the imrpurities are simply chaff 
or pieces of pebble, no great harm is done; 
but if there are two per cent. of weed seeds, it 
may be a very serious matter. As seeds are 
tested for purity by weight, two per cent. of 
weed seeds wad be a considerable pro- 
portion. 

This was explained to me by Mr. Lafferty, 
who said:—‘‘A sample of oats having a 
purity of 99.9 per cent: and .1 per cent. 
preshaugh, if sown at the usual rate of 18 
stone per acre, would mean that ten charlock 
seeds would be sown per square yard among 
the oats. Even if only half of these ger- 
minate, they would make a strong appearance 
in the crop. . This shows the importance of 
watching the percentage of purity aud its 
nature.

NEW WATER SUPPLY SYSTEM 


The completion of the waterworks and an 
extension of the non-skid road suriace near 
Kilbarrack Churchyard were items before Mr. 
P. J. Meghen, B.E., Commissioner, represent- 
ing Howth, Urban District Council, yesterday. 
Mr. James Moore, Secretary, and other off 
cials attended. 

A NON-SKID ROAD. 

Reporting on~-grant works for roads, the 
Surveyor (Mr. F. Higgmbotham) stated: 
“The amount of asphalt surface completed, 
including: preparing, regrading and new 35°’ 
two-coat work, as measured to the 10th inst., 
is 5,566 vards soperfical. The contract rate 
Is 5d. per superficial. yard, which gives 
£1,678 19s, 10d. as the cost of the work done. 
The contract provides for 20 per cent. reten- 
tion, which amounts to £335 15s., and I have 
certified for a payment of £1,343 ós. 10d. on 
Form 97 to the Roads Department. The grant 
is £3,022, as against contract, £5,945, and if 
the work could be extended’ to Kilbarrack 
(‘emetery, a further distance of 300 yards, by 
seven yards—equal to 2,100 superficial yards

George Manville Fenn. 


It is surprising that more notice has 
not been taken of the centenary of the 
birth of George Manville Fenn, prolific 
author of boys’ stories. Curiously enough, 
it was an Irishman, the versatile Justin 
McCarthy, his senior by a few months, 
who gave Fenn the needed encouragement 


given up teaching for the publication of a 
newspaper and a magazine. His first 
efforts in fiction appeared in Dickens’s 
All the Year Round, and in Chambers’s 
Journal, under James Payn, who set the 
Rathfarnham woman novelist, Mrs. Cashel 
Hoey, on the road to fame. Justin 
McCarthy was then editing the London 
Star, and he engaged Fenn to write for 
it a series in feuilleton form. These 
appeared in four volumes as “ Readings 
by Starlight ” in 1867. In the same year 
Fenn wrote his first ‘boys’ novel, 
“ Hollowdell Grange,” and followed it up 
with the many books which are still read 
by boys. It is, indeed, as a boys’ writer 
that he will be remembered, although he 
was the author of a long list of novels for 
adults, several dramas and three farces.

Dr. WC yles Dillon. 


Dr. Myles Dillon, Lecturer in Compara- 
tive Philol and Sanskrit in University 
College, Dublin, has just returned from 
Berlin, where he has been attending Rein- 
hardt productions. One of the most in- 
teresting Reinhardt performances seen by 
him was that entitled ‘Elisabeth von 
England,” by Briickener, based on Mr. 
Lytton Strachey's study, “ Elizabeth and 
Essex.”’ It was carried out according to 
Reinhardt’s latest canons. 

Dr. Myles Dillon is at present engaged 
on the translating and editing of a 
| Sanskrit text. It was discovered after the 
war in Nepal by Sylvain Lévi, and deals 
with the Indian theatre. No part of this 
work has ever been translated before, and 
it presents many technical difficulties, even 
to a Sanskrit expert. I¢2uns to more than 
fifty pages of text, and will take about a 
year to complete. Dr. Dillon is also in- 
terested in the publication of certain 
medieval Irish texts, which are due to 
appear in the near future. He is Assistant 
Professor of Modern, Irish in University 
College. 

Dr. Dillon, who is a son of the late Mr. 
John Dillon, took out his degree of 
philology at the University of Bonn. He 
is a Master of Arts of both Dublin Univer- 
sities. 


Belfast iBoundories in 1806. 


In 1806 Arthur Thompson, “a gentle- 
man of the town,” undertook to make a 
census of Belfat, which he found 
amounted to 22,005 persons, as compared 
with 18,320 in 179], 13,105 in 1782, and 
8.549 in 1757. He then mentions the 
boundaries of the town in the following 
terms :—‘‘ It will be necessary to give 
limits to Belfast, that its extension may 
be understood. Say, thus: To the first 
arch of -the Long Bridge on the County 
of Antrim side; to the Mile Water Bridge 
on the Carrickfergus road ; to the Porter's 
Lodge on the road leading to the back ol 
the Poor House; to Mussenden’s Hole on 
the Lodge road ; to Craven’s Bridge on the 
Shankill road; to Read and Cavert’s 
cotton factory on the Falls read; to 
George Bradbury’s house on the Pound 
Fields road, and to the houses at the 
hank on the side of the Wooden Bridge 
next Belfast.” These boundaries included 
a largé number of grazing fields, but. no 
doubt, they seemed notable illustrations 
of the enlargement of Belfast at the time.

Che Sun in F g. 


The heavy fog that hung over the city 
a week or two ago may have afforded a 
novel experience to many. The sun could 
be viewed as a red ball suspended in the 
southern sky, without any discomfiture 
to the eyesight. The perfect roundness oí 
the disc was remarkable, and one might 
judge that in such circumstances the solar 
diameter ought to give no trouble to 
measure. It is, perhaps, not surprisinz 
that angular measurements of the 
diameter of the sun, with its usually over- 
powering splendour, sometimes differ by 
as much as some seconds, Occasionally 
in spring (as well as in the other sea- 
sons) the setting sun is seen as a fiery 
red ball just above the horizon before 
disappearing, and presents a very pic- 
turesque appearance not readily for- 
gotten. A London “particular” has 
been described as the very best medium 
through which to view the sun with the 
naked eye, but, as last Wednesday shows.

The opportunity for holding the pageant 
is excellent. When the Club was first formed 
the idea of holding such a his was con- 
sidered, but was subsequently dropped. Not 
the least bar to the event was the fact that 
the Government had delayed the co” Fo 
and issue of air navigation regulations. ' 
regulations, however, were issued about six 
months ago. Then the organisation of the 
Club on a sound permanent basis proved 
rather troublesome, and great credit is due 
to the men who first inspired, and afterwards 
helped by every means in their power, the 
formation of the Club, which is now firmly 
established. 

The Irish Aero Club to-day has reached the 
stage when it can undertake the organisation 
of an event like an air , confident of 
success; for its rees and the 
experience of its executive officers are more 
than ee It has come to be recognised 
as a club of good standing among cross- 
Channel clubs, and it is from these clubs that 
the necessary material to make up an air 
pageant will have to be drawn. 


THE ANNUAL MEETING. 


The annual general meeting of the club 
will be held within the next two or three 
weeks, and I understand that the report for 
the year will be encouraging. It will 
show that the financial position is good, that 
the membership has been well maintained, 
and that the activities of the club have deve. 
loped in a most gratifying manner. The 
number of pilots trained by the club is, in- 
deed, the biggest feather in its cap, and that 
they will make a brave showing during the 
pageant cannot be doubted. 

All the time the main purpose of the club 
has been to develop the air-mind in the men 
and women in this country, and to forward 
by every means in its power the interests of 
civil aviation.

give displays.

Armistice in Industry. 


There is a chance that temporary peace 
may come upon the South Wales coal- 
fields. “Last night an official] announce- 
ment appeared from the Board of Trade 
that terms of agreement between the 
owners and the men’s executive had been 
drawn up and signed. We cannot assume 
yet that a settlement has been reached. 
Although the owners have accepted the 
provisional terms, they still must be 
referred to the miners’ delegate conference, 
which will meet in Cardiff to-morrow night. 
We may hope that the miners’ executive 
will recommend their adoption by the con- 
ference, but, quite possibly, it will do 
nothing more than to submit them, leaving 
tue question of their acceptance or rejec- 
tion to the free sentiment of the delegates. 
If the agreement is ratified, there will be 
a general resumption of work throughout 
South Wales on next Monday. If it is not 
ratified, the miners will have no case left. 
By the terms of the agreement they have 
gained, if not everything that they sought, 
at any rate the greater part of it. The 
spread-over system seems to have been 
dropped; working hours, in accordance 
with the Coal Mines Act, are reduced to 
seven: and a half in the day, and pay 
will be at the rates prevailing in last 
November—that is to say, without reduc- 
Something, too, has been gained 
by the owners; for a new joint concilia- 
tion board will be established, with an

independent chairman. 
will remain in force for three years. 

No sane man, of course, has the slightest 
expectation that this agreement, even :f 
it receives sanction, will endure for three 
years. The owners and the men con- 
ceivably may submit to it, but it is no 
part of the present British Government’s 
policy to let sleeping dogs lie. According 
to the Coal Mines Act, the question of 4 
seven hours’ days will be revived in July 
of this year. What attitude will the men 
a.-~t as soon as they realise that the law 
gives them a right to demand the shorter 
hours? The other coalfields have made 
working arrangements for a considerably 
shorter period than three years. Before 
many months are out, the coal industry 
must face problems that will have .been 
intensified by delay and compromise. 
Will the parties of South Wales 
stand aloof from the general struggle? We 
cannot imagine such a possibility. The 
miners are backed by law—although an 
untimelw and contentious law—and they 
will not fail to press their opportunity. 
Furthermore, unless the owners bow to the 
inevitable, and agree to recognise the 
National Industrial Board, they will be 
without a legal standing in any matters 
that call for arbitration—a circumstance 
that cannot make for concord. Whatever 
happens, the Coal Mines Act has proved 
a upas tree to the industry. Already it 
has induced stoppages costing thousands, 
and the next dispute may be longer and 
more intense. 

Meanwhile, the dull routine of strikes 
continues in various parts of these islands.

Can they expect 
that a Socialist Ministry will admit that 
it has jeopardised the security of the 
Empire, and will call frankly upon the 
people to provide the money to repair its 
sins of omission? Such are not the tactics 
of the demagogue, whose only concern is 
to justify himself at all costs. 
War the electorate has not kept itself 
abreast of naval politics with its former 
enthusiasm, but soon the imminence of a 
crisis may restore the old zeal. It is to 
be hoped that the British public will not 
wait too long. 
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Streets and Weather. 


The statement by an official of the City 
of Dublin’s Cleansing Department, which 
we print to-day, will remove some fears. 
For nearly a fortnight the city’s streets 
have been in a sorry plight. First came 
frost, then a thaw, then seas of mud which 
overlapped the footpaths, producing a 
grievous discomfort of the body and a not 
less grievous depression cf the soul. A 
few years ago the city was accustomed to 
such conditions and bore them with a 
certain stoicism ; but now, for two reasons, 
they have provoked general exasperation. 
In the first place, clean streets, during all 
weathers, were the rule under the late 
Commissioners ; and the return of the old 
affliction was a disgusting change. In the 
next place, the gloomiest apprehensions 
were aroused. People, in shaking the 
mud from their umbrellas, also shook 
their heads, and said: “ The old Corpora- 
tion methods! Chaos is come again, and 
the sow has returned to her wallowing in 
the mire.” The Corporation, however, has 
a good defence. It has made no change in 
the cleansing methods which the Commis- 
sioners adopted with such excellent 
results. The French contract will run for 
another five years, and the scavenging 
work of the eight French machines is rein- 
forced by a local staff of two hundred men. 
It seems that the recent filth of the streets 
was abnormal and, in the circumstances, 
inevitable. During the week of frost the 
washing machines were idle because the 
water, in its task of pure ablution, would 
have become ice—to the grave peril of 
human and equine life and limb. Further- 
more, for the benefit of the horses, many 
tons of sand and the contents of hundreds 
of dustbins were scattered on the slippery 
streets; and these augmented the volu- 
minous slush which followed the thaw. A 
similar state of things obtained for a few 
days last year, under the Commissioners’ 
régime, but, as the Department’s official 
says somewhat bitterly, “ there was never 
a word of complaint.” This inconsistency 
is easily explained. The Commissioners 
earned and kept the citizens’ confidence, 
but the revived City Council has inherited 
a reputation whic’: can be “ lived down ” 
only by unblemished years of devotion to 
public duty.

BANK OF FRANCE AND 
THE GOLD MOVEMENT. 
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BANK OF ENGLAND SHOULD 
RAISE BANK RATE. 
From REUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Thursday. 

The Echo de Paris, in a long article 
commenting on the _ Franco-Britisn 
financial discussions and what it describes 
as the “ monetary tribulations of the Bank 
of England,’ says that French circles 
refuse to see in the distention of French 
Treasury gold credits at the Bank of 
France and the operation of the French 
sinking fund a cause of Britain s present 
troubles. The primary cause, it 18 
suggested, is to be found in the very trifling 
margin between the English and French 
bank rate. This margin has been increased 
by the action of the Bank of France in 
further reducing its bank rate to two per 
cent., and it is now, the paper says, for the 
Bank of England to increase its rate so as 
to emphasise the difference. This would 
keep capital in London, unless political 
considerations were working against the 
pound sterling. There is no 
fore, in asking the Bank of France. to 
change its methods or statutes, or to expect 
it to engage in the adventure of an inter 
national conference. The Bank of France 
has given another proof of its good-will in 
the matter of gold ingots, but in any case 
the operations of the sinking fund would 
in future be conducted with the greatest 
care to avoid reaction on the international 
monetary markets.

In this connection it must 
be remembered that the Post Office is en- 
titled to open all letters sent from this 
country to the headquarters of the Trust, 
and, if it finds evidence of a transaction, 
may hand over the letters to the police. 
The Home Office obviously intends to place 
every difficulty possible in the way of pur- 
chasers of tickets, and the Hospitals’ Trust 
will be unable to counter such action.

Liberia. 

The steps that will be taken to effect 
reforms in the administration of Liberia 
will be considered by the Council of the 
League of Nations next week; for, though 
the Committee was appointed by the 
Liberian Government, its expenses were 
met from the funds of the League. The 
three Commissioners were representative 
of Britain, the United States and Liberia. 
and it is hoped that the Governments of 
the three countries will be in agreement 
in any steps decided by the League in 
order to terminate the conditions of 
slavery revealed in the Commission's 
report.

Armistice in Industry. 


There is a chance that temporary peace 
may come upon the South Wales coal- 
fields. Last night an official announce- 
ment appeared from the Board of Trade 
that terms of agreement between the 
owners and the men’s executive had been 
drawn up and signed. We cannot assume 
yet that a settlement has been reached. 
Although the owners have accepted the 
provisional terms, they still must be 
referred to the miners’ delegate conference, 
which will meet in Cardiff to-morrow night. 
We may hope that the miners’ executive 
will recommend their adoption by the con- 
ference, but, quite possibly, it will do 
nothing more than to submit them, leaving 
tue question of their acceptance or rejec- 
tion to the free sentiment of the delegates. 
If the agreement is ratified, there will be 
a general resumption of work throughout

No sane man, of course, has the slightest 
expectation that this agreement, even :f 
it receives sanction, will endure for three 
years. The owners and the men con- 
ceivably may submit to it, but it is no 
part of the present British Government’s 
policy to let sleeping dogs lie. According 
to the Coal Mines Act, the question of a 
seven hours’ days will be revived in July 
of this year. What attitude will the men 
a”-~t as soon as they realise that the law 
gives them a right to demand the shorter 
hours? The other coalfields have made 
working arrangements for a considerably 
shorter period than three years. Before 
many months are out, the coal industry 
must face problems that will have . been 
intensified by delay and compromise. 
Will the South Wales 
stand aloof from the general struggle? We 
cannot imagine such a possibility. The 
miners are backed by law—although an 
untimelw and contentious law—and they 
will not fail to press their opportunity. 
Furthermore, unless the owners bow to the 
inevitable, and agree to recognise the 
National Industrial Board, they will be 
without a legal standing in any matters 
that call for arbitration—a circumstance 
that cannot make for concord. Whatever 
happens, the Coal Mines Act has proved 
a upas tree to the industry. Already it 
has induced stoppages costing thousands, 
and the next dispute may be longer and 
more intense. 

Meanwhile, the dull routine of strikes 
continues in various parts of these islands. 
The Lancashire weavers remain fixed in 
their opposition to the “ more looms per 
weaver’ proposal; and, if some arrange- 
ment is not reached before to-morrow 
night, a general lock-out seems to be 
inevitable. In Dublin the builders’ strike 
drags onward without prospect of settle- 
ment, and it is highly probable that a 
painters’ strike at the end of the week will 
add to the city’s tribulation. In Ulster a 
reasonable effort is being made to combat 
discord with common-sense. The pro- 
tracted strike of dockers in Derry has been 
brought to an end by temporary agree- 
ment. We shall know soon whether 
Belfast has contrived to avert the menace 
of a great stoppage among her linen 
operatives. Last Monday a conference 
between owners and men, under a 
‘* conciliator ” appointed by the Northern 
Government, made highly important 
recommendations for a settlement of the 
wages dispute. The owners had demanded 
a cut of twenty per cent. in the wages of 
spinning operatives; compromising, the 
conference agreed upon a reduction that 
amounts, in the main, to ten per cent. 
We hope that the recommendation will be 
accepted ; for Belfast cannot afford a costly 
and protracted stoppage in her present 
plight. At all events, the negotiations have

Already the present 
Government has dropped seventeen vessels 
from the programme which it inherited 
from the Conservative Administration—no 
doubt, as a gesture to a world that, incon- 
siderately enough, is building ships strictly 
according to time-table. Britain alone is 
building the fewest possible ships at the 
slowest possible speed. Hence the next 
estimates ought to provide for the imme- 
diate construction of at least six cruisers, 
two flotillas of destroyers, and twelve 
submarines, if the leeway is to be reduced. 
The bill will be heavy, and, in the existing 
state of the nation’s finances, most un- 
timely; but the responsibility must lie 
with Mr. Macdonald, who declared in 1924 
that he 
" wastage from the bottom ” in the Navy, 
and yet has countenanced it. If it should 
chance that he is still Prime Minister 
when the forthcoming estimates are pre- 
sented to Parliament, those who look to 
the Royal Navy for protection will have 
cause to feel anxious. Can they expect 
that a Socialist Ministry will admit that 
it has jeopardised the security of the 
Empire, and will call frankly upon the 
people to provide the money to repair its 
sins of omission? Such are not the tactics 
of the demagogue, whose only concern is 
to justify himself at all costs.

Streets and Weather. 


The statement by an official of the City 
of Dublin’s Cleansing Department, which 
we print to-day, will remove some fears. 
For nearly a fortnight the city’s streets 
have been in a sorry plight. First came 
frost, then a thaw, then seas of mud which 
overlapped the footpaths, producing a 
grievous discomfort of the body and a not 
less grievous depression cf the soul. A 
few years ago the city was accustomed to 
such conditions and bore them with a 
certain stoicism ; but now, for two reasons, 
they have provoked general exasperation. 
| In the first place, clean streets, during all 
weathers, were the rule under the late 
Commissioners ; and the return of the old 
affliction was a disgusting change. In the 
next place, the gloomiest apprehensions 
were aroused. People, in shaking the 
mud from their umbrellas, also shook 
their heads, and said: ‘‘ The old Corpora- 
tion methods! Chaos is come again, and 
the sow has returned to her wallowing in 
the mire.” The Corporation, however, has 
a good defence. It has made no change in 
the cleansing methods which the Commis- 
sioners adopted with such excellent 
results. The French contract will run for 
another five years, and the scavenging 
work of the eight French machines is rein- 
forced by a local staff of two hundred men. 
It seems that the recent filth of the streets 
was abnormal and, in the circumstances, 
inevitable. During the week of frost the 
washing machines were idle because the 
water, in its task of pure ablution, would 
have become ice—to the grave peril of 
human and equine life and limb. Further- 
more, for the benefit of the horses, many 
tons of sand and the contents of hundreds 
of dustbins were scattered on the slippery 
streets; and these augmented the volu- 
minous slush which followed the thaw. A 
similar state of things obtained for a few 
days last year, under the Commissioners’ 
régime, but, as the Department’s official 
says somewhat bitterly, “ there was never 
This inconsistency 
is easily explained. The Commissioners 
earned and kept the citizens’ confidence, 
but the revived City Council has inherited 


only by unblemished years of devotion to 
public duty. 


Many Inventions. 


With other exhibits, an array of 3,000 
new engineering inventions will be shown 
at the British Industries Fair in Birming- 
ham during February. The exhibitors, 
says the Morning Post, will include manu- 
facturers in every branch of fifteen 
different trades that range from engineer- 
ing to heating and: cooking and from public 
works to hardware. Among the exhibits 
designed for domestic purposes are a 
“stream-lined cruiser-caravan,’’ an electric 
cleaner claimed to he of unprecedented 
efficiency, a “ radio’’ gramaphone fitted 
with twin speakers and an appurtenance 
designed to prevent freezing in motor-car 
radiators. In addition, industry will 
benefit by a number of new devices, par- 
‘ticularly a novel locomotive run on heavy 
oil. The average man, presumably, will 
see little to surprise him. Inventions come 
and go, and new inventions take their 
place. Only something of the type called 
““ revolutionary ” excites us in these days 
of constant and quiet mechanical improve- 
ment. Things of this type are generally 
small. The Diesel engine appeals to 
experts, but the ‘‘ ripp ” fastener captures 
the imagination of the orld. A new paint

BANK OF ENGLAND SHOULD 
RAISE BANK RATE. 


From REUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Thursday. 
The Echo de Paris, in a long article 
commenting on the _ Franco-Britisn 
financial disenssions and what it describes 
as the “ monetary tribulations of the Bank 
of England,” says that French circles 
refuse to see in the distention of French 
Treasury gold credits at the Bank of 
France and the operation of the French 
sinking fund a cause of Britain s present 
troubles. The primary cause, it 18 
suggested, is to be found in the very trifling 
margin between the English and French 
bank rate. This margin has been increased 
by the action of the Bank of France in 
further reducing its bank rate to two per 
cent., and it is now, the paper says, for the 
Bank of England to increase its rate so as 
‘to emphasise the difference. vo 
keep capital in London, unless political 
considerations were working against the 
pound sterling. There is no 
fore, in asking the Bank of France to 
change its methods or statutes, or to expect 
it to engage in the adventure of an inter 
national conference. The Bank of France 
has given another proof of its good-will in 
the matter of gold ingots, but in any case 
the operations of the sinking fund would 
in future be conducted with the greatest 
care to avoid reaction on the international 
monetary markets.

The 
demand for tickets here, however. is creat 
and full advantage is likely to be taken of 
the only legal means to secure them—bv 
purchasing and holding them in the Irish 
Free State. 

Liberia. 

The steps that will be taken to effect 
reforms in the administration of Liberia 
will be considered by the Council of the 
League of Nations next week ; for, though 
the Committee was appointed by the 
Liberian Government, its expenses . were 
met from the funds of the League. The 
three Commissioners were representative 
of Britain, the United States and Liberia.

SOME WINTER 
ATTRACTIONS. 


By 4 Srectat ComResPORDENT. 
HE Botanic Gardens, Glasnevin, are 
suffering from most undeserved neglect 
these cold wintry days. ‘There is no 
reason for their desertion, as all the year 
round there is @ constant supply of beauti- 
fal trees and plants in season to please even 
the most capricious. No matter what kind 
of weather prevails outside, the warmth of 
the glass-houses enables the visitor to pursue 
his botanical way in comfort. The winds 
may howl or the rain fall in torrents; lapped 
in an agreeable temperature, he may wander 
lacidly trom house to house, heedless of 
upiter .Pluvius or blustering Boreas, 
leasantly entertained the while by the grace, 
auty and variety of the vegetable kingdom 
surrounding him. ' 
Already there is a fine array of primulas, 
though it will be some months before they 
attain their full effect. A curious fact about 
these plants is that some of them possess 
poisonous properties, inimica] to some people, 
and while certain persons may handle them 
unharmed others suffer from swollen hands 
and irritation of the skin. The juice of 
daffodils and narcissi affects pickers in the 
same way. | 
A splendid collection of cinerarias gladdens 
the eye. Despite the early season, they are 
in full bloom, and their rich colouring seems 
all. the more welcome by reason of the leaf- 
less trees and bare earth outside. The fern- 
house, with its exquisite contents, retains 
its beanty the year*round, and ‘he case of 
Killarney ferns is a reminder that our own 
island can produce plants to rival the wonders 
of the tropical jungles. The chrysanthemums 
all have been removed from the Aquatic 
House, which presents a very bare appear- 


ance. 
A TRANSFORMATION. 

Later on a marvellous transformation will 
take place, and the shallow ponds and their 
swarming goldfish, covered with the broad 
leaves of water lilies in great variety, will be 
starred with exquisite flowers. Now the lilies 
aré but sodden .Iumps of root. The 
Victoria Regia, that jater will stretch its vast 
leaves, full seven feet across, over the central 
pond, is but a tiny seedlmg in a small pot, 
soaking in water at a Yemperature of 80 
degrees; and the goldfish are exposed to the 
tendef miriistratiéns of ill-advised persons and 
small children who feed them with bread, 
greatly to ‘the detriment’ of their tiny diges- 
tions. 

Apart from the weird and gorgeous flowers 
that stud them at various times, the Cacti 
ag @ grim and forbidding appearance. 

ery curious are the Barrel Cacti that squat, 
dumpy and grotesque, in their pots. Many 
a parched horseman or wanderer in Central 
American deserts has had reason to bless these 
odd vegetables. Stripped of their spines and 
coarse skin, a cool pulp, full of watery fibre 
is exposed, grateful to the parched mouths of 
man and st. Strange, too, are the Cerei, 
some of which flower during the dark hours 
of the night, flourishing in matchless beauty 
for a few short minutes, and showing only 
faded petals in the morning. The Bird of 
Paradise Flower that bloonis later on is one 
of the wonders of the house; its blue, gold 
and purple flowers have been compared to a 
ship in frll sail. 


THE STONE HOUSE. 

Perhaps, the most interesting of all is the 
fine collection of plants and trees of economic 
value in the stone house. There are the 
bread fruit, without which no South Sea 
Island is complete; the custard apple, or 
Cherimoya; the cocoa tree, the fragrant 
cinnamon, the pepper tree and other spive- 
bearing shrubs, the Patchouli plant that pro 
vides an odoriferous basis for many of our 
perfumes, the sour Tamarind, the Sugar cane, 
the cotton tree, the Bombax Ceiba, bananas 
and sharp capers, and a dainty sapling of 
the Sacred Fig, or Boh Tree, beneath which 
Buddha, himself, meditated, and fed the 
little blue doves from his begging-bow!. 

There is one tree, carefdlly placed out of 
harms way, that is worthy of especial men 
tion. That is the terrible nettle tree of 
Australia. Even a light touch of its en- 
venomed leaves causes agony, and cattle and 
horses in the North Queensland bush have 
been known to die from its deadly contact. 
The visitor, however, can seek pleasant for- 
getfulness in contemplation of the Nepenthes 
or Pitcher plants, and their cousins, the 
Sarracenias. Their curious, sac-like pitchers, 
deeply empurpled and veined, hold water, in 
which many an insect. has found oblivion, his 
carcase going to feed the plant. The same 
phenomenon may be observed in our own 
teazel. 

The gorgeous blooms and bizarre appear- 
ance of e orchids always attract larce 
crowds. Thanks to the late curator, Sir 
Frederick Moore, the collection is one of the 
finest and most representative in the British 
Isles. The orchids will be at their hest 
later on. With few exceptions, they have 
no. English names, and the orchid grower 
who wishes te be familiar with his treasures 
must be an expert in Sesquipedalia verba, of 
which Brasso-Cattleya Digbyano Mossiae is 
a good example. 

THE PALMS. 

The Palm House has been repainted lately, 
and many of the specimens are now being 
re-potted and generally made shipshape for 
the coming season. The Cycads, relics of 
a long-dead world, are particularly interest- 
i The coal you burn has many fosail 
) in it. Algeria is one of their last 
homes in this changing world. 

‘The. magnificent bamboo is one of the 
finest trees in the garden The rate of 
growth is marvellons, as much as 70 feet 
In six months, while its smooth green stems 
make a natural vegetable tablet, on which 
gentlemen from Cork stem to delight to 
scratch their names. 

All the interest is by no means confined 
to the conservatories. Outside the conifers 
now are at their best. Japanese Witch 
Hazel-Viburnums® are aglow with flowers, 
and a bed of new Winter Pansies lends a 
welcome splash of colour. In a special 
Nursery House there is a haby whose grow*h 
is being watched with the greatest interest. 
It is a coconut, sent by a benefactor frat 
Singapore, that, half embedded in compost, 
is already thrusting a thick green sh®>t 
from one of its “eyes.”

SEED.

ENRICHING THE PASTURE, 


—-— > —-— 


From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT 

AA ith the Lume approa hing when purchases 
should be made of seeds for laying down 
land, it is well that buyers should under. 
stand something about clovers which form 
the most expensive constituent of the 
ordinary. grass seed mixture. Apert from 
their intrinsic value, clovers collect, for the 
benefit of all the plants in a pasture, nitrogen 
from the atmosphere. It is not surprising 
that the average farmer really knows nothing 
about clovers. A perusal of the seedsman’s 
catalogue helps buf little, because in ved 
clovers he is quoted for Single and Double 
Cut, Late Flowering, Early Flowering, 
English, Polish, Chilean, etc. White clovers 
are set out as Ordinary White, English 
White. Kentish Wild White, New Zealand 
Wild White. First Year Wild White, Alsike, 
Crimson Clover; and many others are 
placed before him 

SEED TO SUIT THE LAND. 

A few basic facts to be remembered in the 
purchase of clover are—To obtain the seed 
suited to the type of land in which it is to be 
sown lo procure st that will suit one’s 
special climatie corditio by getting 
seed from a place wher he climate 3s 
similar. Neglect of this precaution will mean 
the speedy d‘sappearance of clover after the 
first hay crop has been taken. Instead of 
remaining as a pe rennial plant, the clover ex- 
hibits the nature of an annual. 

Assuming that the land is laid down for 
three years or more, the following is a geod 
selection of ciovers In a mixture :'— 

6lb. Late Flewering English Red Clover, 

Ah. Alark > 

lib. Kentish Wild White 
per statute acre, in addition to whatever 
mixture of grass seeds may be selected. Eng- 
lish clovers. even of somewhat lower germi- 
nating capacity, should always be favonred by 
farmers in preference to those from foreign 
countries showing, perhaps, a. bigher per- 
centage of germination. 

Any other class of red or white clover ean 
never be usefully included, except. one has 
a special object in view, because clowers 
other than those raised in England have 
proved in actual field trials to be unable to 
stand the winter in this climate... This as 
especially true of those imported from Italy. 
It is known that English clovers. will gur- 
vive the winter here, and for that reagon 
they should be bought... sold and sown. ín 
preference to anything else. 

While there are many valuable strains of 
clover on the market worth consideration, 
there are also very many stocks and varieties 
mentioned in seedsmen’s catalogues which the 
farmer could very well do without. 

UTILITY OF PHOSPHATES. 

We all know how white clover thrives espe. 
clallv in the presence of lime. This is de- 
monstrated by a visit during the summer to 
the limestone formations in Galway and else- 
where, when the fields over clover are almost 
white. 

All clovers respond to phosphates, and, if 
these useful. piants are to be got vigorously 
growing, periodical dressings of basic slag, 
Gafsa, Semsol or superphosphate must not be 
forgotten.

NOVEMBER.

HILE the date. of the general election 
in connection with the Dail is still a 
matter oí nncertainty, no such doubt exists 
in regard to the triennial elections to the 
Senate. These will take place, according 
to Statute, in November of the present 
year, when twenty-three of the members 
retire. 


CHANGES IN CONSTITUTION, 

Some important changes have taken place 
in the Constitution regarding the Senate 
elections which may be recalled at the present 
moment. Originally for these elections the 
Constitution provided that the entire Free 
State should form the electoral area, and 
that all electors should be free to vote. This, 
after one trial, proved so unwieldy and un- 
satisfactory that 1t was decided that a change 
should be made. Accordingly an amendment 
to the Constitution, passed in 1928, abolished 
this franchise, and transferred the power of 
election to the members of the Dail and 
Senate, voting together, on the proportional 
representation system. 

Another change which has been made is 
that the minimum age for candidates has been 
reduced from 35 to 30 years. Thus it is that 


‘men and women who have reached the age 


of 30, and “ have done honour to the nation 
by reason of useful public services, or that 
because of special qualifications or attain- 
ments they represent important aspects of 
the nation’s liíe,” may now aspire to become 
candidates for election to the Senate. 

It is further provided that the election must 
be held in the period commencing the 16th 
March preced.ng the expiration of the term 
of office of the members retiring,

It is, of course, possible that by the time 
the date of the election arrives there may be 
other vacancies due to resignation or other 


causes. 
TENURE OF OFFICE. 

With regard to the tenure of office of those 

elected, the twenty who receive the highest 


votes will remain in office until 1940—that is, 
for nine years. The twenty-first on the list 
will fill the vacancy caused by the death of 
Senator William Sears, whose term of office 
would have expired in 1937, and his successor 
will accordingly hold office till that date 
The twenty-second on the list will succeed to 
the unexpired period of office of the Marquess 
of Lansdowne, who resigned, and “will accord- 
ingly hold cffice till 1954. The twenty-third 
on the list will serve till 1934, which was the 
date to which the late Sir Bryan Mahon 
would have been entitled to sit. 

Senators who get the last three places on 
the list are liable to have their period of 
office altered if, before the election, any 
senator whose term of office would expire in 
1937, either dies, resigns, or is disqualified. 

As Miss Browne, who retires this year, re- 
placed Senator Mrs. Stopiord Green, whose 
term of office would have expired in 1931, 
no additional vacancy is caused by her retire- 
ment.

The cancelled passages aiso iemain 
in their old positions, but with a line drawn 
through them. “his is done so neatly that, 
while it is clearly indicated that these 
passages are no longer operative, it is quite 
possible to read them. This arrangement is 
most valuable to all who have occasion from 
time to time to consult the Constitution.

Mr. Herbert Morrison, the Minister of 
Transacrt, emphasised the fact that, con- 
trary to suggestions that had been made in 
some quarters, the Road Traffic Act was in 
operaticn. 

Lord Brentford said that three-quarters of 
the road accidents were due to human failure— 
failure either of the driver or the pedestrian. 
The cure was the development of road-sense 
and road discipline.

CORNING SCENE.

To the revellers returning home from some 
all-night celebration how cold and cheerless 
everything seems, hardly a sign of life

For others, work is about to in, beds bave 
been forsaken\and tea hurriedly swallowed. 
To work at this hour! An early tram rattles 
to a stop before the iron railings of the 
Dublin Cattle Market, here is hfe! Steam 
rising slowly from the bodies of a hundred 
cattle softens the glare of the are lamps, 
which combine with the moon to cast an 
eerie light over the scene, and give the 
animals a grotesque appearance. Through the 
mist, on the other side of the market, a cow 
ef windows are brightly lit, the cross-Channel 
buyers are preparing for their work. 


‘¢WHAT A LIFE.” 

A tired beast is lying down, only to be 
roused by the stick and curses of the drover. 
The sheep are quiet, in pens; where there is 
sufficient room they are snuggled on the 
ground, but in others they are so closely 
packed it is impossible for them to rest, 
and plaintive bleating above the lowing of 
the cattle tells of their discomfort. <A dog 
barks, and his call is taken up by others, 
in a few moments the cattle have added 
their plaints, then, suddenly as it began, 
the noise ceases, save where some restless 
beast disturbs its neighbour. There are but 
few pigs grunting and snuffling in the pens, 
others are being unloaded. en gates are 
arranged, a heap of straw thrown down 
behind .the lorry and the unloading begins. 
An animal is seized by the ear and tail and 
jerked from amongst its fellows ‘onto the 
straw, where it lies until pushed squealing 
inte the pen. A Guard, walking briskly up 
and down, pauses, then passes on, smiling. 
one hears him remark, “ What a life!” 


HARVEST OF CHARACTERS. 
Buyers are arriving, a man is prodding 
sheep with the end of his stick, while the 
salesman looks on, a group of hopeful drovers 
m the background. Queer fellows these, a 
harvest of characters for the novelist. A one- 
eyed dwarf. carrying a stick as large as him. 
self, is talking to a clubfooted giant, the 
possessor of a leer story-telelrs call sinister. 
Another, cursing the chilliness of the 
morning. sucks violently at a stub of a pipe 
half hidden in an immense growth of 
whiskers,’ while his companion meditatively 
scratches his chin, and remarks that it might 
be worse. The buyer makes an offer: “Ui 
give forty-mnue”” What does he mean: 
Forty-nine pounds, shillings, or... 7 The 
salesman knows. With a grin that might 
mean anything, he says: “ An’ you might.” 
“Fiftv,” says the buyer. Slowly the other 
draws his hand from his pocket; the buyer 
smiles, but the smile quickly vanishes; for 
the salesman has thrust his hand back into 
his pocket, ‘‘ Look again,” he remarks. The 
buyer does so,.and once again the sheep are 
prodded. “ Fifty an’ a halí.” Hesitatingly 
the hand comes out again; the drovers come 
closer, “Fifty-one.” says the seller, 
thrusting his hand forward, palm upwards 
‘* Fifty and three-quarters, no more,’ replies 
the buyer, raising his right hand. The 
other’s hand hesitates, and again goes for- 
ward; hands meet with a slap, the deal has 
been completed in the traditional manner 
The buyer marks the sheep with a reddish 
substance, and both move into a dimly- 
lighted hut, with the drovers hovering in the 
doorway. 


TREATMENT OF CATTLE. 

Down between the lairages cattle are 
moving, the noise is greater now, and the 
barking of dogs, and shouting of herds 1s 
incessant. Cattle are pushed and prodded. 
Bids and counter-bids, langhing and talking 
lowing and bleating. All sounds are inter- 
mingled until the Angelus bell is heard 
in the distance. -Heads are bared; even the 
cattle are silent, and the combination of the 
quiet and the odour of the animals in one’s 
nostrils brings to mind scenes on the green 
ranches of the Midlands. The bell ceases, 
and arguments are resumed. A man laughs. 
“TI buy when you've sense and come to me 
on vour knees to take 'em,” and he moves 
away. 
There are beasts in all conditions—some 
large and clean, bearing the mark of an 
owner who has tended his stock well, and 
others. lean and ill-cared for, reveal that 
men differ greatly in their treatment of 
cattle, Sales are frequent, and little black 
books are constantly being drawn from 
pockets to record some fresh transaction. 
Cattle are being moved still more, and trams 
rattle past cutside the railings. _A paleness 
creeps into the sky, the moon wanes and the 
dawn has broken. The work cf the every- 
day world will shortly begin as that of the 
Cattle Market ends. 
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PLIGHT OF IRON AND 
STEEL INDUSTRY.

EXECUTIVE’S APPEAL TO 
GOVERNMENT. 


The Executive Committee of the National 
Federation of Iron and Steel. Manufac- 
turers yesterday passed a resolution calling 
the attertion of the Government to the 
present condition of the industry, as in- 
dicated by the continual] decline of the pro- 
duction and export figures. These figures 
culminated last December in a reduction 
of steel production for the month to thirty 
per cent. of productive capacity, and 
approximately fifty per cent. of the figures 
for December of the preceding year. 
Imports during December, the resolution 
adds, exceeded the exports by not less than 
114,000 tons—unprecedented in the history 
of the industry, except during the periods 
affected by general stoppages due to in- 
dustrial disputes in other industries. 

The Committee urges upon the Govern- 
ment the immediate adoption of some 
policy for regulation of imports in order to 
maintain the employment of the workers.

REJECTED FILMS. 

Mr. Montgomery, in his report, extracts 
from which were issued yesterday, states :— 

‘‘The number of films cut and rejected 
in 1930 cannot be compared with the figures 
of 1929, as the conditions were not similar. 
Over the entire period of 1929, and up to 
June 4th, 1930, when the Censorship of Films 
Amendment Act, 1930, came into force, ail 
sound films were projected silently in this 
office, without any legal or mechanical means 
of ascertaining the plot. All ‘cuts’ and 
‘rejections’ were for visually objectionabie 
exhibitions, consequently the films which 
passed had ‘ Plot and sound not censored’ 
endorsed on the certificate. There are many 
of these pictures at present on exhibition, 
and this will continue for some time, as 
films are usually presented for censorsinp 
long before their release dates. 

“Quite a number of films which were 
‘reserved’ on account of visually objection- 
able scenes prior -to June 4th were rejected 
when re-shown subsequent to the passing of 
the Amending Act, although the deletions as 
ordered had been made. If these films had 
been re-shown before Juno 4th they wenld 
have passed ”’

SKELETON ON MOOR. 


CIGARETTE CASE 
IDENTIFIED BY FIANCEE. 


A coroner’s jury yesterday found that the 
skeleton of a man found on the moor at Upper 
Midhope, near Sheffield, on December 27th, 
was that of Arthur Pearson, of Barnsley, a 
pork butcher, aged about 46, and that there 


was no evidence as to the cause of death. 


The identity was established by means of 
various articles found im the pockets. 

Miss Nellie Gee, of Summer lane, Barnsley, 
recognised a cigarette case bearing the 
initials A. P., found in the dead man’s pos- 
session, as the property of Pearson, to whom 
she had been engaged to be married. She 
also recognised other articles. She said that 
Pearson came to hve with her parents im 
Barnsley in i929, and in January last year 
he opened a pork butcher’s business. He met 
with an accident to the second and third 
fingers of his right hand shortly afterwards, 
and that appeared to worry him a great deal. 
On Sunday,’ March Zérd, she and Pearson 
went for a walk and he was very depressed, 
baving got it into his head that he would 
not be able to curry on his business. He 
told her he was going by train early next 
day to Leeds to get some meat. She heard 
him get up, but never saw him again. . 

Jr. Kobert Shaw said that the remains 
were a collection of bones, and he could not 
state the vause of death. ‘The fact that the 
body was found face downwards suggested 
to him that, in all probability, it was not 
a case of suicide, but that the man was taken 
suddenly il) and collapsed. 


FRAUD ON MUSICIANS. 


ACTOR SENT TO PRISON, 


Pleading guilty at the Old Bailey, London, 
yesterday, to nine charges of obtaining money 
by false pretences from musicians, with in. 
tent to defraud, Ronald Henry Paget [25), 
musician, was sentenced to six months’ hard 
labour. 

Mr. J. F. Eastwood, prosecuting, said 
that Paget came to England in November last, 
and advertised for first-class double-handed 
musicians at big salaries. About forty pre- 
sented themselves for audition, [and Paget en- 
caged two to play in an hotel at- Shanghai. 
He also became acquainted with a band play- 
ing at New Cross.” He said he would pay the 
men salaries of £17 or £18 a week, and pro 
vide them with a first-class passage to 
Shanghai, with free board and lodging at. 
ihe hotels | 

Paget alleged that he had to pay eem- 
mission to an agent and, said counsel, several 
of the men parted with their last £5. Paget 
disappeared, and then a curious thing 
happened. A music agent in England re- 
ceived a communication from the Command- 
ing Officer of a regiment in India, stating that 
a man named Paget was engaging musicians 
in India to play at hotels in England, and 
they wanted to verify the genuineness of the 
engagements before throwing up their Army 
service, 

A police detective stated that when the 
first complaints were received Paget was tour. 
ing in India and China in “ Journey’s End,” 
in which he played the part of Mason. 

The detective added that he understoad 
restitution had been made in full to the 
musicians from whom money was obtained.

THE GOLD DRAIN. 


This week's Bank return shows a further

The 
final repayment of the market's indebtedness 
resulted in a fall of £6,001.999 in discounts 
and advances. Government securities also 
declined by £1,055.000. public deposits rose 
by £9.170.804 to £22.377.274, while bankers’ 
deposits fell by £4,163,598 to £64.710.968. 
Private deposits, however. rose by £119,416 
to £33,412.741. The result of the increase 
in .the reserve and the net rise in denosits 
was to raise the “‘ proportion ’’ from 37.3 per 
cent. to 45.3 per cent., against 46.7 per cent. 
a year ago.

All is not fish that can be fried. The 
energy with which Canada is developing a 
new industry in fishing by-products is 
responsible for adding over £600,000 every 
year to the national wealth from fish oil and 
fish meal alone, to say nothing of the manu- 
facture of rls from fish scales. Last year 
well over 4,000,000 gallons of fish oil were 
produced at a value of over £360,000. It 
appears that pilchards are the most oily fish 
oF all, followed closely by the familiar cod. 
The fish meal is used as food for poultry and 
livestock, and is exported to the United 
States, Germany, Ja and the Netherlands. 
Much of the fish oil which is used in the 
manufacture of paint and for various other 


commercial purposes is also exported.

PLIGHT OF THE 


SMALL TOWNS 
IN MUNSTER.

sHE increasing popularity of omnibus 
H travel with the country people of 
Southern Ireland is giving rise to feel- 
ings of grave concern among the traders oí 
the smaller towns. They ave in danger ol 
losing their livelihood, since their one-time 
customers are being lured to the larger towns 
in growing numbers, Frankly, they are in a 


| quandary about the whole matter, and fear 


to accept what seems to be inevitable. 

The humble donkey and cart, which, in the 
davs of our fathers, was the accepted mode of 
conveyance for country folk setting out to do 
their weekly shopping in the nearest town, no 
longer is employed; but, instead, flashily- 
painted ‘buses speeding along the highways 
carry their human loads to distant towns. 

Towns and villages flung far away out on 
the western seaboard, that once were vir- 
tually inaccessible, are now within easy reach 
of every other place. Older people who, in 
many instances, had never strayed more than 
five or ten miles from their homes, now find 
that for a shilling or two they can take their 
seat in a ‘bus, and inside what appears to 
them to be a remarkably short space of time 
they are walking in the main streets of Cork 
or the other principal towns of Munster. To 
them it is sheer delight, but to the small 
town trader it means misery. His turn-over 
on the year has fallen away; yet he must

A NEW TRADE, 

The problem extends beyond the rural 
dwellers. The inhabitants of the smaller 
towns themselves are drifting towards the 
larger towns, where they purchase their 
fancy goods and follow the fashions as 
copied from Dublin and London. Business 
people in the large towns are awake 
to the possibilities of this new trade, 
which is at its greatest on Fridays and 
Saturdays of each week, and they employ 
extra staffs to serve the country folk on 
those two days. 

Since the centre of demand has 
changed the farmers directly and indirectly 
are affected. In earlier days, before the 
advent of the ’buses, farmers (and labourers 
whe grow fruit and vegetables as a profitable 
sideline) usually found a ready and safe 
market for the produce with the grocers in 
the neighbouring towns.’ who resold to the 
local people; but now, since they, too, have 
been attracted from the usual shopping places 
to the cities, the market centre is changed. 
The producer finds that he must bring his 
goods to the larger towns, where the demand 
lies, thus incurring increased overhead ex- 
penses, and making it infinitely harder for 
him to exist.

NEW ROADS. 
again, is disturbed by the 
methods of road-making, 
brought about mainly by the increase in 
‘bus traffic within the last few years. The 
white ribbons of concrete and asphalt roads, 
stretching out through the countryside, are 
excellent for the *bus and motor traffic, but 
for the poor horse they are in many in- 
stances highly dangerous. Thousands of 
accidents to farmers’ horses, drawing their 
loads to market on the frosty mornings, 
have hapnened, often with the result-that the 
animals have to be destroyed, but, except 
for occasional statements made by County 
Council members, these unfortunate incidents 
go unrecorded, and the farmer suffers. 

It is a long standing complaint, often 
justified, that the trunk and main roads of 
the various counties are kept in first-class 
condition at the public expense, while the 
third and fourth class roads, most useful to 
the farmer, are neglected. The main roads 
have been described as skating rinks. 


IN SELF-DEFENCE. 


The farmers, at last, are becoming active 

in their own defence, and a movement to 
oppose what is considered to be unfair ex- 
penditure of money on roads is about to be 
set on foot. Groups of farmers in the 
province of Munster, who have watched the 
development of this ugly aspect of local 
affairs, are determined that when the annual 
estimates are submitted to the county 
councils for discussion they shall not pass 
without active protest and possible reductions 
of the amounts estimated to be spent on 
making and maintenance of trunk and main 
roads, 
. One prominent farmer in County Cork, who 
is behind the new movement, told me that the 
farmers are beginning to realise that they are 
heing victimised. In a hundred little ways 
they are being made to pay for the luxury 
enjoyed by motor car and omnibus owners. 
He anpreciated the fact that road tax is 
paid for every vehicle in use and that the 
money thus collected is spent on the roads; 
but at the same time he insisted that the 
farmers, whose economic position, he said, 
is to be deplored, are being asked to con- 
tribute more than is, or can be, justified 
towards the maintenance of services ‘which 
are useless to them. 

Thev are determined to push their move- 
ment at the right moment, and they will use 
every suitable occasion to make their case 
known and trv to develop a sence of ‘fair. 
play among those people who think that 
the farmer is fair game.
